form. The general opinion, however, is that 
in emphatically indorsing the President’s 
tariff message, the convention went quite as 
far as it could be expected to go, and that this 
action can have but a beneficial influence 
upon the Mills bill. A number of prominent 
members who were seen yesterday expressed 
themselves freely, both upon the strength of 
the ticket and the tariff plank as adopted.

COERCION IN IRELAND.

THE GREAT LONDON DEMONSTRATION 
| AGAINST THE TORY POLICY. 


John Morley’s {mpressive Address—Reform- 
ing the House of Lords—The Prospective 
Change of Ministry in Germany—Herr 
Von Puttkamer to Resign—The Egyp- 
tian Cabinet Dismissed—Dom Pedro Im- 
proving—Emperor Frederick’s Condition 
—Blaine’s Coaching Trip in Scotland— 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LonponN, June 8.—London’s great demon- 
stration yesterday at St. James Hall against 
the Government’s policy of coercion in 
Ireland, ought to be a sufficient answer to 
those who go about from time to time alleging 
that the Liberal party is faltering in its 
allegiance to the principle of home rule, to 
which they have committed themselves. No 
question, not excepting even the burning one 
of the proposal to convert the value of the 
publicans’ licenses into so much freehold 
property, could have brought together an 
audience so united,sanguine and enthusiastic. 
Scores of Members of Parliament crowded the 
great platform, side by side with men of dis- 
tinction in every walk of life, and all Liberal 
Members unable to attend sent letters of sym- 
pathy. The audience shouted themselves 
hoarse,cheering every mention of Gladstone’s 
name and every noticeable event. Cheers 
were also given for Southampton in allusion 
to the great Liberal victory there. 
An ironical request for three cheers 
for Salisbury and Balfour met 
with groans both loud and deep. John Mor- 
ley delivered an impressive address, full of 
buoyancy and hope, remarking that he much 
mistook the temper of his countrymen if, 
when thoroughly acquainted with the system 


‘of Government in Ireland, they. would not 


consign to the wilderness those responsible 
for it. He declared that in any case, whatever 
constituencies might do, the duty of the Lib- 
erals was clear. Morley, whois far superior 
in cultivation to the great majority of En- 
glish politicians, is rapidly developing 
the highest gifts as a popular ora- 
tor. Within the last few years he has 
stepped forward to the foremost rank in 
this respect. The audience was much moved 
by his graphic description of the persecution 
of the Irish members in prison, and his im- 
passioned declaration that if this is the 
law Iwill obeythe law and shrink from the 
law, but respect the law, no, never!“ which 
he delivered with fine effect, produced quite a 
frenzy of enthusiasm.

The Blaine-Carnegie Party Starts on the 
Coaching Trip.

LONDON, June 8.—There was quite a gather- 
ing of Americans in front of the Hotel Metro- 
pole yesterday morning for the purpose of 
witnessing the departure of the Blaine-Car- 
negie coaching party. All the hotels in the 
neighborhood of Trafalgar Square are now 
filled with American visitors and the greater 
number ot them came to see the start. The 
sight of the dark-colored Carnegie mail coach 
with ite smart team of three browns and one 
white at once attracted a great crowd 
of London idlers when it first pulled 
up in front of the hotel at 
10:30. The panels of the coach were orna- 
mented with the ‘‘Stars and Stripes’’ crossed 
with the Union jack. Mr. Blaine was received 
with many bows and smiles. He wore a dark- 
blue overcoat and a dark traveling suit, 
topped by a high white hat. He appeared to 
be in high spirits and the best health as he 
walked swiftly through the crowd and climbed 
to his place on the box with the agility of a 
boy. The ladies of the party were helped up 
the ladder to their seats. Lord Roseberry was 
one of the gentlemen who assisted 
the ladies to mount. Every one of the 
latter looked smiling and happy in her 
gray hat, veil and dark serge suit. All were 
in their places within five minutes, and every 
seat was taken, the party being made up as 
Mr. Carnegie had planned it in New York. 
There was no blowing of any horn atthe 
start. Mr. Carnegie merely called out G0 
ahead, and without even the cracking of the 
whip the coach dashed away amid cheering 
and waving of handkerchiefs for its 700 miles

ANOTHER DAY OF MANY WITNESSES IN 
THE LANCASTER DAMAGE SUIT. 


The Plaintiff Still Endeavoring to Show 
Wherein He Was Damaged and to What 
Extent—Citizens Who Testified in the 
Case To-Day—The Attendance Falling 
Off—Progress of the Trial. 


For the nineteenth day the slow grinding 
machinery ofthe law was set in motion in 
Judge Valliant’s court-room this morning for 
the trial of the Lancaster-Glover $150,000 dam 
age suit. The testimony of late has not been 
sufficiently sensational to draw the curious 
together in the hot-box that No. 5 has now be- 
come, and to-day’s proceedings were opened 
to a slim audience, a wearied jury anda pa- 
tient Judge. 

CHAS. PARSONS 
was the first witness called in rebuttal and put 
through the usual examination by Mr. Laugh- 
lin touching upon the defendant’s good 
name. He was not remarkably well acquaint- 
ed with the general reputation of Mr. Lancas- 
ter for political purity or otherwise, and the 
defense allowed him to leave the stand with- 

ut a question. 

DWIGHT DURKEE 
was the next witness called. This witness, 
like a good many others who had preceded 
him both for the prosecution and ¢Cefense, 
gave the attorneys on both sides a good deal 
of trouble, insisting upon detailing his per- 
sonal knowledge of the defendant’s character 
instead of his general reputation for political 
honesty. 

Are you acquainted with the defendant’s 
general reputation in the community for hon- 
esty?’’ Mr. Laughlin will ask. 

‘‘Iknow that his reputation is good“ the 
witness will insist, waiving the necessary pre- 
liminaries, and then the jury laugh. 

Mr. Durkee labored very earnestly to say

THE END NOT FAR OFF. 

At ll o’clock this morning, it was stated 
that the General’s mind had remained per- 
fectly clear. He was resting quietly with little 
or no pain, and for the time being his condi- 
tion was slightly improved. The organic dis- 
eases from which he is suffering, however, 
remain unyielding. He was more or less delir- 
fous all through the night—no violent cough, 
he was too weak for that—but he 
could not recognize the members 
of his family or his physicians, and 
refused to take any medicine or nourishment. 
About 5 o’clock this morning his mind cleared 
and he readily took peptonized milk. The 
medicine was given hypodermically.

The Selfridge Court-Martial. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., June 8.—The court- 
martial of Capt. Thomas O. Selfridge con- 
tinued itssessions atthe Navy Department 
yesterday. The accused took the stand in his 


own behalf and detailed the precautions 
9 danger taken by him on the occasion 
of the target practice in question. He said he 
did not claim that he had any right to practice 
at target within the three-mile limit, but as- 
serted that it had been a well-known usage 
and custom not only of ships of 
the American navy, but of other naval 
powers to have target practice within this 
limit, and it had never, in any instance within 
his knowledge, been prohibited or objected to 
by the Japanese authorities. On the contrary, 
it appeared that the Japanese Government 
recognized this asthe usual custom, and in 
1881 issued a letter of request to the consuls of 
the different foreign governments requesting 
them to notify commanders of ships that they 
should not have gun practice within the three- 
mile limit unless they should ask and obtain 
special permission. This order, it appeared, 
was not made public, and Capt. Selfridge 
testified that he was entirely ignorant 
of it, as were also Rear Admirals Davis 
and Chandler, who had commanded the 
squadron. He stated that the practice by him 
was had against the bluff and not in violation 
of any Japanese rights, but entirely from con- 
siderations of safety, astne sea for twenty- 
five miles, or as far as could be seen, was 
filled with fishing smacks, making it unsafe to 
have target practice in the open sea, and it 
was in the line of greater precaution that he 
— this bluff as a barrier to stop the 
shells. 

This ended the testimony for the defense, 
and Mr. Kent will begin his argument to-day. 

The court reconvened at 10 o'clock this 
morning and Mr. Kent began his argument at 
once. e spoke until 2 0’clock, when he was 
followed by Judge-Advocate Reid.

A DAY’S DISASTERS. 


THE YACHT GLEAM RUN DOWN BY THE 
STEAMER JOPPA. 


Mr. T. Harrison Garrett, the Owner of the 
Yacht and a Brother of Robert Garrett, 
Drowned—The Other Passengers and 
Crew Saved—A Destructive Cyclone in 
Texas—Bad Wreck—Over One Hundred 
Horses Burned Alive—Dead on the Track 


—Casualties. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 8.—T. Harrison Gar- 
rett, a brother of Robert Garrett and manager 
of the banking firm of Robert Garrett & Sons 
ofthis city, was drowned last night in the 
Patapsco River. His yacht, the Gleam, in 
which he and a party of friends were coming 
to Baltimore from Annapolis, was run down 
off Seven Foot Knoll by the steamer Joppa 
and sunk, being struck amidship and almost 
cut in two. According to accounts all hands 
on the Gleam were rescued except Mr. 
Garrett, who was seen by a passenger 

Joppa to fall overboard... The steamer 

1 Deobenhan, oame up to about tour 
miles beléw Seven Foot Knoll, where he 
found the Joppa, which signaled him and 
told him she had run into the Gleam and 
asked him to take the crew and the passengers 
to Baltimore. Capt. Geoheghan brought up 
Gen. R. Snowden Andrews, Geo. A. Von Lin- 
gen, two other passengers and Capt. Tory 
and the crew of the Gleam. The Joppa pro- 
ceeded down the pan > The steward of the 
Gleam told Capt. Geoheghan that the last time 
he saw Mr. Garrett he was standing 
on the after deck of the Gleam 
near where the Joppe struck her. 
He grabbed the chains of the Joppa which 
were hanging down and called the rest of bis 
party to follow him, as he tried to climb up 
the sides of the steamer, but the chains and a 
boat gave way and Mr. Garrett fell overboard 
with them. The steward said the “os 
backed off just as Mr. Garrett tried to climb 
up its side. Messrs. Andrews and Von Lingen 
were brought up to Baltimore, and the crew 
of the Gleam got off at Locust Point for a tug 
to go and get Mr. Garrett's body. 

Capt. Geoheghan of the steamer Sue says 
there is no doubt of the drowning of Mr. Gar- 
rett. He states that the steamer Joppa laid to 
for three hours after she struck the yacht, 
and her captain and crew made every effort 
to recover the body of Mr. Garrett. 1 7 
Geoheghan reiterated the story that r. 
Garrett fell overbord from the bow of the 
steamer. He could nave been saved had he 
remained aboard the yacht. As soon as the 
collision occurred both the crew of the 2 
and the Gleam went to work to rescue the 

assengers of the yacht. The lifeboat of 

he latter was manned and the passengers 
transferred to the steamer. The Gleam was 
expected at South street wharf last night and 
carriages were in waiting to convey Mr. Gar- 
rett and his guests to their homes. The Sue 
reached Baltimore with the rescued passen- 

ers at 40’clock this morning. Mr. Asa Need- 

— the agent of the Potomac Steamboat Co., 
stated that one of the passengers of the Gleam 
explained to him that when the Joppa struck 
the yacht Mr. Garrett at once became greatly 
excited and sprang and grabbed the bow- 
chain of the steamer and held on to it until it 
parted. Then he dropped overboard. 

Mr. Garrett was manager of the firm of Rob- 
ert Garrett & Sons, which was founded by 
Robert Garrett, his grandfather. He married 
Miss Witridge, and has two sons. Mr. Gar- 
rett was a member of the Maryland Club and 
one of the directory of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Kailroad. He was said to be a splendid swim- 
mer. He was a large, fine-looking man 
and weighed 250 pounds. His brother, 
Robert Garrett, is still in Europe. Mr. Gar- 
rett resided at Evergreen, his residence on 
Charles street avenue. His library is the 
largest private collection in the State, embrac- 
ing works of the rarest and most unique char- 
acter, andthe most complete bibliograph of 
the Baltimore & Ohio to be found in the coun- 
tro. The collection of autograph letters which 
he owned is unusually large and interesting, 
containiag letters of nearly all the prominent 
historical personages from Washington to the 
present day. 

The steamer Joppa belongs to the Maryland 
Steumboat Co. he Gleam was a steam yacht 
about one hundred and tr bones feet in length. 

In regard to the responsibility for the acci- 
dent there is scant information as yet. The 
captain of the yacht told Capt. Geoheghan 
he wes coming up towards Seven Foot Knoll 
and gave the Joppa two whisties to go to the 
right, and the Joppa gave him two blasts to 
to the left. The collision resulted. 

THE SAD NEWS IN BALTIMORE. 

The news of the untimely death of her hus- 
band was broken to Mrs. Garrett shurtly after 
the arrival in Baltimore this morning of 
the party who were with Mr. Garrett when 
the collision occurred. The members of her 
family are with her at her residence, ‘‘The 
Evergreens, and she is completely 
prostrated by the terrible ana sud- 
den visitation. The guests of 
Garrett were four in number. 
were Gen. R. Snowden Andrews, a stoc 
broker in this city, with extensive New York 
connections; Geo. Avon Lingen, the German 
Consul at Baltimore; Joshua G. Harvey,Presi- 
dent of the Western National Bank, and Wm. 
H. Blackford, President of the Maryland Life 
Insurance Co. The party left Baltimore yes- 
terday morning for Annapolis to witness the 
exercises of the Naval Acadamy. It is said 
that Mr. Garrett was clinging to the anchor- 
chains when the shock occurred,arid when the 
Joppa sheered off one of the Gleam’s boats 
fellinto the water, 1 Mr. Garrett with 
it. It is thought he must have been stunned 
by the blow and rendered unable to help him- 

The Joppa remained by the wreck 
hours, searching for the 
Andrews offered the crews 
Joppa and Gleam 45,000 
if they recovered Mr. Garrett alive. But all 
efforts were unavailing, and the friends of the 
unfortunate gentleman were forced to return 
to the city, convinced that his death was un- 
doubted. A boat arrived from the scene of the 
wreck at 1 o'clock this afternoon and 
reports that nothing has been seen of the 
body, and, curious to say, the boat which fell 
from the Gleam’s side and carried Mr. Garrett 
with it is also — But no hope is held 
out — he could have got into it and been 
saved.

I8 HE STRONGER OR WEAKER? 

The Democratic National Convention 
has done its work. Ticket and platform 
are before the people, to be hailed with 
indiscriminate laudation by one set of par- 
tisans and with indiscriminate aspersion 
by another set. These two sets, as the 
strictly partisan population of our coun- 
try is now divided, willjust about balance 
each other, and the question of chief in- 
terest at present is how will the conven- 
tion’s work strike the independent, think- 
ing citizens who are neither camp-follow- 
ers nor pot-hunters, but vote as they 
think best to secure the blessings of peace- 
ful, economical, honest and safe govern- 
ment. 

If it was this body of indep endent and 
conservative opinion which turned the 
scale in CLEVELAND’s favor four years 
ago, why should he not have a 
stronger hold on it now?

The Most Phenomenal Patronage of Saloons 


Ever Known in st. Louis, Accompanied 
by Almost No Drunkenness—Hotel-Keep- 
ers, One and All, Say They Never Enter- 
tained So Orderly and Quict a Set of Gen- 
tlemen — The City Deserted To-Day — 
Scenes at the Depot—Discovery of an 
Anti-Thurman Scheme—Wind-Up of a 


Historical Gathering. 


The st. Louis National Demooratlo Conven- 
tion is a thing of the past. Its exciting scenes 
and incidents will find place on the pages of 
American political history and be the subjects 
of anecdote among the delegates who partici- 
pated in the great convention. This morning 
the city wore the day-after-the-fair aspect. The 
curb merchants who yesterday divided their 
wares so that each could devote his eloquence 
to one particular line were clearing out canes, 
bandanas, birds of victory’’ and souvenirs 
below cost. 

The hotels resumed thsir usual appear- 
ance. At the Laclede the cabinet of the veteran 
Democracy of Missouri, temporarily dislodged 
by the army of visitors, regained their corner 
in the rotunda, where the nominations of the 
convention were duly ratified and the free- 
trade platform put into actual practice in the 
passage of the plug of tobacco which a 
straggling visitor inadvertently produced. 

The headquarters of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, in the Bank of Commerce building wore 
a deserted appearance. Mr. John G. 
Shelton of the Citizens’ Informa- 
tion Bureau was on hand early. He 
has been one of the busiest men in the city 
since the opening of tne convention. Speaking 
of his branch of the work of 

CARING FOR THE VISITING THOUSANDS, 
Mr. Shelton to-day sad: I think the crowd 
was well cared for. Thanks are due to the 
proprietors of the smaller hotels and board- 
ing-houses for their co-operation and 
liberality. They generally responded 
to the call and placed with the 
Citizens’ Committee accurate informa- 
tion concerning the location of 
their houses, capacity to accommodate 
strangers and visitors. To facilitate matters 
we opened up a regular set of lists which we 
could refer to readily, and by this means had 
little diMiculty in providing visitors with the 
quarters they desired. Isuppose some peo- 
ple living at remote points from the centers 
of the city were disappointed in not being 
called upon, but the general desire of the 


visitors seemed to beto locate as near Con- 
yeusion Halland the center of the city as pos- 
sible. 

1 have not heard of a single case of over- 
charging or injustice from the thousands who 
were provided with quarters through this of- 
22 a fact which I think very creditable to St. 

ouis.’’ 

Last evening the Citizens’ Committee’s rep- 
resentatives called on several of the National 
Committeemen and obtained from each a 
statement of 

THEIR EXPENSES 

toand from their respective homes. They 
were then reimbursed for these outlays, ac- 
cording to the promise made to the committee 
at Washington onthe 22d of last February, 
when it was votedto hold the convention in 
this city. All the hotel expenses of the com- 
mitteeman were also paid bythe Citizens’ 
Entertainnient Committee. 

National Committeeman J. G. Prather of 
Missouri visited headquarters this morning. 
He expressed himself as well pleased with the 
work of the committee. It is more befit- 
ting,’’ sald he, to let our visitors and guests 
say how they have been treated in St. Louis 
than for us to say 80, butI can say that as far 
as [have heard any sentiment expressed they 
gO away well pleased.’’ 

Last evening the Hendricks Olub of St. Louis 
under command of Justice Sheehan, who di 
almost continuous duty since the opening of 
the convention, was busy until after 9 o’clock 

DOING ESCORT DUTY. 
They saw each of the visiting clubs on board 
at the Union Depot. 

The Tammany Hall delegation was ready to 
move atthe close of the convention. Their 
train was bulletined to leave at 8 m. It 
was intended that they should march 
from the Southern to the Union Depot 450 
strong, but the torrents of rain necessitated a 
change of programme, so they were driven to 
the depot in ‘buses. They left over the Wa- 
bash, going by way of Toledo, Detroit and 
Canada. They stop at Niagara Falis for five 
hours for a rest and picnic, 

The Calumets of Baltimore left last night. 

The Kings County delegation from Brooklyn 
had dinner before the adjournment of the 
convention and were on board their special 
train shortly after 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. here were 141 men in the Kings 
County crowd. 

The Cleveland Democracy of Buffalo 
boarded their train at 4 o’clock, while the 
Seventy-fourth Regiment Band played inspir- 
ing airs on the latform. Most of 
the clubs had pull out by dusk when 
the jam began. From p. m. until 
9 p. m. the jam at the depot made 2 ress 
er difficult. The police made a large 
detail for the occasion and assisted the depot 
force in disposing of the throng. Every out- 
going train was loaded t its capacity. In the 
forward coaches wood-box seats were at a 
premium, 

After the adjournment of the convention 
yesterday the work of packing up was begun 
atonce, and the clubs and delegates havin 
special trains scheduled to leave in advance o 
the regulars were soon ready todepart. As 
many of the club members had only calculated 
on being away from their homes two days 
large crowds went away on the Wednesday 
night trains. 

THE EXODUS. 

The greater portion of the — and vis- 
tors to the convention left the ci 7 yesterday. 
A number got left, however, and had to lay 
over until this morning. There was in no 
sense a rush to-day. On the other hand, 
travel was very ordinary. Badges and Cleve- 
land hats were rather plentiful, but 
the styles of badges were mixed, 
all kinds being represented. Those 
who were there were all stragglers. Some 
had got left last night, and a few remained by 
preference. More missed their trains again 
this morning, and will have to remain until 
to-night. The man with the roosters, the 
bandana man and theman with the canes 
were on hand with large stocks of their cam- 
paign wares, but they were not grabbed up 
with the avidity with which they were during 
the convention. Only very few visitors are 
left in the city to-day, and nearly all of them 
will leave to-night.

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THE VISITORS WEKE “DANDIES.” 


Hotel Men Say They Never Entertained So 
Pleasant a Set of Guests. 


After the adjournment of the convention 
yesterday the hotels and boarding-houses 
were the scene of busy activity. Delegates 
were rushing to and fro, bidding farewell to 
the friends they had made since their arrival 
in the city, sending telegrams to their homes 
announcing their speedy return, inquiring 
concerning the hour of departure of their 


trains, securing their sleeping berths, pack- 
ing their trunks, paying their bilis and ar- 
— 1 for transportation to the depot. The 
hotel clerks were worked nearly to death, the 
waiters and porters rushed around in wild 
excitement, there wasa tremendous demand 
for carriages, the wires were over- 
loaded wit messages and the sleepers 
were crowded to their utmost capacity. 
Had it not been for the remarkable 
good nature displayed by the departing dele- 
gates, a great deal of confusion and unpleas- 
antness would have resulted, but every one 
seemed to appreciate the exigencies of the sit- 
uation and manifested a strong desire to give 
as little trouble as possible. 
PRAISE FROM THE HOTELS. 

In fact this good humor and spirit of accom- 
modation was one of the most notable features 
of the attendance at the convention. The ho- 
tel officials are enthusiastic in their praises of 
the conduct of the delegates, and 
one and all declare that no 
equal or approximate number of 
men evér were accommodated within the 
walls ofthe houses of public entertainment 
who gave so little trouble. They were packed 
into rooms like sardines, were necessarily 
compelled to wait for long periods while ag 
the table before being sewed, baggage was 
hard to obtain, and was not infrequently lost 
track of, it was almost impossible to have any 
laundry work done, andthe accommodations 
furnished were in every way distinctly and 
markedly inferior to those usually supplied 
by the hotels. But in spite of these incon- 
veniences scarcely a complaint was made; in- 
stead of indignant protests against the 
inevitable, the hotel proprietors and clerks 
were the recipients of thousands of compii- 
ments upon the skill and system of their 
arrangements; scarcely a bill was disputed; 
on departure the delegates offered their 
personal thanks to those in charge for their 
attention and thoughtfulness, and as each 
club marched off it gave three rousin 
for the hotel in which it had made 
quarters. Such considerations though no 
more than proper, is rare, and in future 
Democratic Conventions will be welcomed to 
this city with most especial cordiality 
by everyone connected with the hotels, as one 
and all declare that no such orderly, good 
tempered and reasonable concourse ever vis- 
ited the city. Nine-tenths of the delegates 
left last night, most of the remainder took the 
morning trains and this afternoon but a few 
stragglers remain. 

PAYING OFF EMPLOYES. 

There was a great deal of activity this morn- 
— 2 — employes of the hotels. Rooms had 
to be put in order, cots removed and stored, 
a thorough 8 and cleaning inaugu- 
rated, the debris of the great gathering re- 
moved and the hostelries once more put into 
every-day attire. 

The extra employes engaged for the conven- 
tion were paid off this morning with the ex- 
ception ofafew who have been temporarily 
retained to assist in putting the houses 
in order, and this was n small task, 
as they numbered from 150 in the larger hotels 
to twenty or thirty in the smaller. Fully 2,000 
people were engaged for work during the con- 
vention, 90 per cent of whom were discharged 
this morning. Some were re-employed for the 
Saengerfest, bar-keepers being in especial de- 
mand. The character of the service furnished 
by untrained assistants was on all hands 
stated to be remarkable for its excellence, and 
one of the most notable features of the late 
— 1 was the honesty of those havin 
cess to the rooms generally abandoned by 
their owners during the day. Hardly a single 
complaint of loss by pilfering was made, and 
the police, who were stationed along the cor- 
ridors and had especial orders to be on the 
lookout for pilferers, found their position a 
sinecure. 

THE POLICE ENTHUSIASTIC. 

From the police the same report of general 
good conduct on the partofthe delegates was 
made. Although a large amount of liquor was 
consumed, drunkenness was the rare excep- 
tlos and disorderly or violent conduct was Al- 
most unknown. Officers stationed in the 
center of the city said that never before had so 
large a concourse been so law-abiding, and 
that the breaches of law were rarer than when 
only the ordinary populationis inthe city. 
Scarcely a breach of the peace was recorded, 
the visitors seemed inclined to aid rather than 
hamper the authorities, absolutely no wanton 
destruction was done anywhere, and alto- 
gether the concourse might serve as a model 
upon which it would be practically impossible 
to improve.

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OF ITS WIRES AND POLES. 
Manager Durant Says They Will Maintain 
Them if They Can—Street Commissioner 
Turner Has a Man Watching for Unused 
Wires and Poles—He Finds Some Difficul- 
ties inthe Way of Their Removal—City 
Counselor Bell on the Situation—The Ex- 

position “Off” —News of the War. 


This morning the contracts of five telephone 
subscribers lapased, and under orders of 
Manager Durant of the Bell Telephone Co. 
the instruments were removed. Among these 
were the two telephones at the Exposition 
Building, one in the corridor and the other in 
the Secretary’s office. Manager Durant said, 
when asked to give a list of the expiring con- 
tracts: 9 cannot do that. The 
subscribers are suffering enough by 
the loss of their instruments. 
He seemed to think the publication of the 
fact of the removal of an instrument would 
add poignancy to the pain of the subscriber. 
Our position in this matter is misunder- 
stood, he continued. An ordinance 
has deen passed requiring us to 
accept $0 per year as the maxi- 
mum charge tor telephones. We cannot 
do that. So we have resolved to quit busi- 
ness. The subscribers will suffer from the 
loss of the telephones, but we are the great- 
est sufferers. If we went on furnishing tele 
phones at $100 per year we would be subject 
to fine for every contract. If we furnished 
telephones at $50 a year we would lose 
money.“ 

How much has the company paid its stock - 
holders in dividends?’’ : 

Twelve per cent on $400,000 for four or five 
years. Refore that nothing.’’ 

BETTERMESTS AND EXTENSIONS.

Almost every sub- 
scriber would rather pay the $100 than lose the 
telephone and all sorts of devices have been 
suggested tous. One man wanted to have 
two telephones hung up inhis place beside 
the one he used and pay us $50 for each one. 
That would only be an evasion of the law, and 
until the Supreme Court decides it to be in- 
valid, as we hold it is, we will not do any bus- 
iness.’’ 

Could you not have continued business and 
made contracts for $100 per year pending the 
determination of the appeal you have taken in 
the Bohle case?“ 

„„We might have done 80, but we would be 
liable to fine forevery contract, and in order 
to appeal the cases would be required to give 
bond for double the amount of the tine. 
Eventually all the real estate in St. Louis 
would be needed for the bonds. 


Have any other Bell telephone companies 


inthe country adopted your plan in fights 
with cities?’’ 

„„The same question has never been pre- 
sented before except in Indiana. There the 
Legislature passed alaw limiting telephone 
charges to er year. The smaller ex- 
changes in the State were dismantied, and in 
Indianapolis the law was evaded in this way: 
The companies adopted a toll system, char z- 
ing subscribers so much per hundred calls. 
They really converted subscribers into agents. 
The proceeds from the use of telephones 
under this system amounted to about the 
same as the subecription rate before the law 
was passed. 

„What will you dowhen the city begins 
removing your poles and wires?’’

„Will you allow your poles and wires to be 
torn down?’’

CITY tCOUNSELOR BELL 

when told thatthe Bell Co. would probably 
contest the city’s right to remove the poles 
and wires after service was suspended, said: 
J cannot conceive upon what ground. It is 
true the company derives its right to maintain 
the poles and wires from the State, but 
its right depends upon ite giving 
telephone service tothe people. It is a com- 
mon carrier of intelligence, and when it 
ceases to transmit intelligence its right to 
maintain obstructions on the streets ceases, 
and the Mayor may order their removal. It is 
not only the Mayor’s right, but it is his duty 
to remove them. The poles and wires are 
great obstructions, and both annoying and 
fullot danger tothe Fire Department. They 
are only suffered to remain so long 
as the ee performs its duty as a com- 
mon carrier. When it ceases to perform that 
duty the city does notneed to go into any 
court. The Mayor may order the removal of 
the obstructions without any proceeding at 
all. The resolution passed by the Bell Tele- 
phone Company on June 41e a declaration 
that the company intends to quit business 
and the city will act upon it. 

If a Bell subscriber should offer $100 for his 
telephone and insiston retaining the instru- 
ment at any cost would the company be sub- 
— to fine for accepting the money and giv- 
ng the service?’’ 

‘Yes, the acceptance would be an offense 
under the ordinance, for the maximum charge 
is fixed at $50. The company is liable to fine 
ior every contract it has made in excess of the 
2 limit since the ordinance went into 
effect.’’ 

„Will there be more prosecutions?’’ 

„That is for the Mayor to say. If he de- 
termines, in view of the company’s announce- 
ment to quit business, that it would 
be best to multiply cases we will prose- 
cute. We never make cases unless we 
are instructed to do so. The Mayor may inj 
struct us to prosecute the company on every 
contract made for telephone service in excess 
of $50 per year subsequent tothe passage of 
the ordinance and prior to June 4. the day of 
its announcement that it would go out of 
business. 

„Is there any other way of compelling the 
company to give telephone service beside the 
threat to remove the poles and wires when 
service is suspended?“ 

‘*We will remove the poles and wires when 
they become useless obstructions. We will 
concede the right of the company to cease 
business, to suspend service, but its right to 
maintain poles and wires in the public streets 
ends with that suspension.’’ 

STREET COMMISSIONER TURNER, 
who has been instructed by the Mayor to re- 
move les and wires as fast as 
the telephone comp ceases to 
use them, said this morning: ‘‘I have 
a man watching to learn what poles and wires 
are not used. The removals will begin as 
soon as service is entirely suspended on them, 
So long as one wire is used the poles support- 
ing it cannot be removed.

4 CAN IN WHICH JUDGE LUBKE LOYALLY 
REVERSES HIS DECISION. 


Suits Arising From Subscriptions on the In- 
stallment Plan—An Art Publisher De- 
feated—Trial of the Schroeder Contested 
Divorce Case Before Judge Dillon—New 
Suits Filed in the Circuit Court—Matters 
of Interest in Litigation. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision. of 
some interest in the case of George Barrie vs. 
Ernst C. Janssen. This action was founded 
upon a contract signed by Mr. Janssen, 
whereby he subscribed for and agreed to pur- 
chase one copy of an art publication. The 
price of the work agreed to be 
paid was $200 and by the terms of 
the contract it was to be delivered in ten sec- 
tions, for each one of which upon the delivery 
the defendant agreed to pay N. When the 
first section was tendered the defendant re- 
fused to receive it and repudiated the con- 
tract on the ground of misrepresentation and 
fraud. The plaintiff then brought suit be- 
fore a justice for $200. That case 
was taken to the Cireult Court 
and after a trial on amended complaint judg- 
ment was rendered for $20, the price of the 
first section. The defendant paid the $20 and 
costs. The plaintiff then tendered the other 
nine sections of the work, and upon the de- 
fendant’s refusal to accept them he 
brought suit for $180, holding ready 
for delivery the entire work. The defendant 
took the ground that the judgment for 0 in 
the first case was equivalent, to an award of 
damages for his breach of the whole contract 
and that the action was barred by acceptance 
of the $20. 

In rendering judgment in the first case the 
court proceeded upon the theory that 
the contract was divisible and that, 
as in the case of leases and 
hirings, where the rent or reward are payable 
in periodical installments, a suit for install- 
ments accrued will not bar action for later in- 
stallments. Since, however, the Court of Ap- 
peals has passed upon a duplicate case and 
has held that a contract of this 
character was not divisible, but that it 
was an entire thing, Judge Lubke 


says: ‘‘Loyalty to the Court of Appeals re- 
quires that this court should recede from the 
views expressed in the former case. The 
judgment in this case must conform to the 
views of the appellate court. But for that de- 
cision this court would be obliged to find 
against the defendant for the $180 since the 
judgment in the former case is conclusive 
against the defendant as to the binding effect 
of the contract and there was no conflict of 
evidence upon the proposition of fact that 
the other nine sections have now been prop: 
erly tendered. Judgment is entered for the 
defendant. 


The Schroeder Divorce Case. 


Judge Dillon to-day heard the testimony in 
the contested divorce case of Mrs. Mary E. 
Schroeder against William H. Schroeder. The 
parties have resided for many years on the 


South Side and are well advanced in life. 
They have four children, whose evidence was 
given in support of the mother. She 
complained in her petition that her husband 
had rendered her condition intolerable by a 
series of indignities ree yy ey over a long 
period, She aileged that for three years past 
her husband had exercised a course of 
tyranny and terrorism in the household, mak- 
ing everyone miserable; that he made use or 
very bad language in addressing his wife; that 
he insulted herin every way and frequentiy 
resorted to blows. Mrs. Schroeder complained 
furthermore that her husband had repeatedly 
uttered false charges against her, 
falsely accusing her of improper con- 
duct with other men before and since 
her marriage. She also alleged that he had 
driven her out of the house at nignt and had 
falsely accused her of habits of intemperance. 

In consequence of his disagreeable manners 
at home the eldest daughter could not receive 
callers of an evening, and she was subjected 
to the humiliation of asking her friends to dis- 
continue their visits. Mrs. Schroeder further 
alleged that her husband denied her the man- 
agement of the household affairs and that he 
installed in her place another woman with 
whom he maintained improper relations. 

The husband entereda general denial of the 
wife’s allegations. He is defended by Chas.P. 
Johnson and J. A, Talty. Eber Peacock ap- 
pears for Mrs. Schroeder. The court-room is 
crowded with witnesses on both sides.
